AN UNLUCKY STABLE. 

Borne A Waterbouee, the fsmous California 
turfmen, who maintain one of the mos; exten- 
sive racing establiebments on the American 
turf, bare fared none too well with their horses 
at Frisco the present season. Last winter their 
stable led tbe winnirg owners on tbe coast by a 
big margin, but this season Messrs. Corrigan 
Rowell and Scbreiber are pressing them closely 
for the first place in tbe list. Last winter Burns 
A Waterhouse’s borees won about $50,000 in 
stakes and purses on the Frisco tracks. This 
printer tbe stable’s winnings will hardly aggre 
gate one-half that figure. The falling off is due 
to tbe fact that the stable has had all kinds of 
bad luck this winter. 

While racing in St. Louis last season Bums A 
Waterhouse purchased Bit of Fashion and 
Southern Girl, two crack fillies, from Abe Cahn, 
for $8,000. These two fillies were expected to 
strengthen the stable at ’Frisco this winter, but 
Bit of Fashion broke down the first start on tbe 
coast, and has been on the shelf ever since 
while Southern Girl is nothing but a cheap 
selling plater. First Tenor, who was a stake 
horse in his three- year- old form, has been 
off all seaton.LHe is a full brother to Counter 
Tenor, .and was favorite for the California 
Derby last spring until he went wrong and 
had to be withdrawn from the stake. First 
Tenor’s failure to stand training this season 
must have been a big disappointment to his 



owners, who were confident that he would 
develop into one of the brst handicap horses 
in America. Napsmax, like First Tenor, has 
also failed to race this season for some reason 
or other. This mare is one of the best perform- 
ers that ever raced in the Bums A Waterhouse 
colors. She annexed seversl stakes during the 
rscing season of ’97-98 and ’S8-S9 at Ban Fran- 
ciico. Miss Bowena, one of the fastest horses 
in tbe stable, started last week for the first 
time this winter, and ran a strong second to the 
great Montana-bred sprinter, May W. Eddie 
Jones, one of the best sons of Morello, also 
failed to race this winter. 

Whan in shape this horse is one of the most 
useful performers in the Burns A Waterhouse 
string. 

David Tenny is another good horse in the 
Burrs A Waterboupe stable that has been a fail- 
ure this winter. His poor showing is doubtless 
due to the hammering the horse received last 
winter. Prior to his sale to C. E. Durnell, Dr. 
Sheppard was the best breadwinner in the 
stable. The poor showing of the big California 
stable this winter is generally regretted in turf 
circles, as the firm of Burns A Waterhouse has 
invested liberally in well-bred yearlings and 
horses that have already been developed. They 
also employ the best turf mechanics to be had. 
When the racing sesscn at ’Frieco opened last 
fall, they had jockeys Charlie Thorpe and 
Tommy Bums under contract, and sinse Burns’ 
suspension they have had second on jockey 
Bullman. The stable has developed promising 
two year-olds in Dunfree, Lncidia and Rollick. 
This trio will doubtlees be in the string that 
Bums A Waterhouse will race at the Pair 
Grounds the coming summer.— St. Louis Re- 
public.

Combermerie, cow racing in California, has 
excited much fsvorabie comment among race- 
goers, although he does not fancy heavy going 
any too well. 

He is a Palo Alto production and, while his 
sire and dam are imported, he is partly an 
American bred horse, inasmuch as his dam, 
Bridget, is a daughter of the American horse 
Foxhall, who was taken to England by James 
R. Keene in 1881 and surprised the Britishers by 
bis numerous victories in their classic events. 
Among bis best races in 1881 were the Grand 
Duke Michael Stakes, tbe Czarewitch, the Se- 
lect Stakes and the Cambridgeshire. A few 
weeks later ha was t&kan to Longchamps and 
woo tbe Grand Prix of Paris, the greatest of 
the French racing events. 

After ha had won tbe gold cup at Ascot the 
following year he wss purchased by Lord Rose- 
bery and put in the stud. He is by King 
Alfonso, whose sire was Phaeton, and out of 
Jamaica, by Lexington, second dam Fannie 
Ludlow, by Eclipse. The dam of Bridget is 
Queen Bess of Stratbeonan, a son of New- 
miaster. 

Loyalist, the sire of Combermerie, is the Aus- 
tralian horse by The Marquis, who is a son of 
Stockwell— Cinizelli, by Touchstone. Count 
Hubert is also a Palo Alto product, his dam, 
Phoebe, being by Grinstead, out of Phoebe 
Anderson, by Monday. Grinstead, who also 
sired Geraldine, Volants, Santiago, Santa Ana 
and other good ones, was by Gilroy, a son of 
Lexington— Magnolia, and bis dam. Sister to 
Rnria, by Sovereign— Levity, the beet staying 
blood in the stud baok. 

When Jockey Maher was released last year 
by the late W. H. Clark and engaged by P. 
Lorillard, it was stated that the clever little 
lightweight might be sent to England to pilot 
the Rancocas candidates. The stable has heavy 
engagements in coming stakes on both sides of 
the water and Maher’s friends are hoping that 
he will receive an opportunity of measuring 
strides with the British riders before the season 
ends. 

In tbe Brighten Handicap, one mile and a 
quarter, to be run at the Brighton Beach meet- 
ing, which will begin July 5, Honorable Perry 
Belmont has named Ethelbert, four years old, 
by Eothen— Maori, and although he will have 
to carry 126 pounds, is already quoted at a 
short price. Imp, the black whirlwind, by 
Wagner— Fondling, is handicapped at 127 
pounds, and is quoted at longer odds than 
Ethelbert. If these two come to the post just

LEIGH’8 LONG MILE. 

Nobody in Chicago who knows him will fail 
to credit “Farmer” Gene Leigh with knowing 
the in and ents of his profession as a turfman, 
but from the following yam spun about him by 
an eaatera writer he must have been somewhat 
raw when he made his debut down east, that is 
if the tale is true. 

“The only thing that can be said in derision 
or derogatory to his judgment as a trainer is 
that when he first arrived from the west and 
stabled at Sheepshead Bay he mistook the 
track for a mile, and when the bsst the crack ef 
his stable could do was to eacircis khe course in 
1 :55 Leigh told his employer that ‘these eastern 
tracks was dog-geme slow,’ and it was ‘no use 
trying to win with a horse that couldn’t lun a 
mile punched oat in batter than 1 :55,’ the only 
thing to do was to go back west at once. As 
Leigh made a mistake of an eighth of a mile, 
it did not require a Sherlock Holmes to make 
deductions as to the quality of his horses. He 
concluded to start a few of them, expeotiog to 
see them at 20 to 1 in the betting, and was 
amazed beyond measure to ascertain that they 
were favorites. He was dnmbfouaded to see them 
gallop home winners, and asked in surprise: 
’What kind of a track is this? ’ When told that 
the distance was a mile and an eighth, and a 
horse that could cover the distance in 1:55 in 
his work was a ‘Hindoo,’ the ‘farmer’ col- 
lapsed. That was his only mistake, so far as 
racing was concerned, and ever since that year 
—1885— Leigh has never missed a trick, so far as 
distance, condition and the peculiarities of race 
tracks were concerned. As a bettor he is unosten- 
tatious and frequently bets $5,000 ou his horses 
when he believes they have a chance to win. Ho 
is not at all secretive about his horses, and invar- 
iably tells his friends just what he thinks about 
their chances. Of course, he is de^sslvsd many 
times; but a man who has not a good opinion 
of his own horses should be shunned and 
avoided. The cracks cf his stable are the three- 
year-olds, Vulcain and El Derim, both of which 
have proved their quality in actual contest and 
in private trials. Mr. Leigh’s horses are quart- 
ered at Gravesend. It g>as without saying 
that he has great confidence in the future and 
believes that his three-year-olds have as good a 
chance as any. He has decided to adopt the 
Madden system and to have every horse owned 
by him on the sale list at a fixed price.”

In the string 
is the two-year-old Prince of Melrose, by Faran- 
dole— Orchid, of whom great things are ex- 
pected. He is described as a slashing big 
youngster, a seal brown, with hind stockings 
white; stands sixteen bands high and weighs 
1,060 pounds. He is heavily engaged in stakes 
to be run on the metropolitan courses, and if he 
runs to his yearling trials will be extremely 
difficult to beat. 

George Hinkle, who developed and brought 
out Gold Or last year, having purchased him 
for $25 and sold him for $2,500, has shipped his 
string of nine hor&es, including the promising 
and peculiarly named colt, Pirate to Penzance, 
to Latooia. 

Jockey Winnie O’Connor, at present with tbe 
Feathers tone string at Kenmore, will leave for 
Washington the latter part of the mouth, where 
he will ride as a free lance at the Bonniogs 
meeting. He will be able to do 98 pounds.
